What a wonderful service you and Jean Strickland are 
providing for all of us dabblere wha Keep trying ta find the 
key that will open the door toa another generation. ‘Your 
great book on the land records of Wayne County MS has 
started me once mare on a search for James Odom’s wife. 


James Odem, born 1804, son af Malachi is supposed toa 
have married Margaret PICKENS about 1631, but the only place 
I have ever seen her maiden name if on ane of the younger 
son’s death certificate (dated 1724). Margaret died in the 
1650°s sa it is certainiy possible that the name could have 
heen forgotten. At any rate, I do not find any PICKENS or 
similar name anywhere around Wayne County, soa if that is her 
name she was probably a setep-child, grandchild etc. 


My normal procedure im such a case is to study the 
families of s11 the neighbors, But I have been frustrated in 
that effort by that eager beaver census taker in 19830 whe 
theught it was sa feat to put all af Wayne County inte 
alphabetical order so vou couldn’t tell where anybody lived. 


Mow since your book has come out I am beginning tea 
put the families into communities and I notice that vou seem 
to have access to same further information oan seme I am 
investigating. 


IT wonder whether you could tell me who to contact, or 
what books to Jock in ta find cut more about the families of 
JOHN ALEXANDER ¢yoau mention that his children are Known and 
OBADTIAH HAND (married 4 times}. These men both lived clase 
to Malachi Odom and in 1830 both appeared to have a grand- 
daughter in the household. Other possibilities, of course, 
are the WESTS, FOWES, RUSSELLS and HOPPERS, but I should be 
able to find someone among Malachi’s descendants wha Knows 
about them. 
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I had sart of last touch with the Odom researchers 
lately, as I have Been concentrating on mr side of the 
family instead. Howe wer, TI still see Dorothy Gruce 
occasionally and she tells me that there is still no 
progress on Malachi’s father. What a breakthrough that will
